WOMEN 


Forthcoming United Synagogue 
elections

On Sunday week, May 9, most of 
the Constituent, District, and Affiliated 
Sy fagogues of the United Synagogue 
will hold their annual meetings and 
elections for officers 


At these meetings, women members in 
(heir own right, who have been members 
ior not less than 12 months. will be 
4ilowed for the first time to vote 

The. approximate number of women 
who will be permitted to vote are, in the 
Constituent Synagogues, 3,000; im the 
District Synagogues, 1.000; and in the 
Atfiltated Synagogues, 300. 

Women cannot hold office in the syna- 
Zogues, but may be elected as the Ssyna- 
Bogucs representatives on the London 
Board of Jewish Religious Education and 
the Board of Deputies. 

At the biennial elections at the Council 
of the United Synagogue women can be 
elected to some of the committees of the 
Untied Synagogue and to outside bodies 
on which the United Synagogue is repre- 
senied. such as the Jewish Board of 
Guardians, the London Board of Jewish 
Religious Education, Board for the 
Affairs of Shechita, Board of Deputies, 
and Jews’ College 

Women, I learn, have so far only been 
clected by the Council to the Jewish 
Board of Guardians. 


AMERICAN ARMS FOR IRAQ 


Jewish Leaders’ Grave Concern

WASHINGTON 


America’s startling decision, announced simultaneously in Washing- 
ton and Baghdad this week, to supply Iraq with military equipment 
without any prior conditions has provoked a storm of protests in Israeli 
diplomatic and Jewish communal circles in the U.S.A. 

Mr. Abba Eban, the Israeli Ambassador, immediately called on the 
U.S. Assistant Secretary of State for Near Eastern Affairs, Mr. Henry 
Byroade, to acquaint him of Israel's grave anxiety at the American 
decision, which, he declared, ignored the threat to Israel's security. The 
Ambassador pointed out that Irag had refused to sign an armistice with 
the Jewish State and had played “the dominant réle in Arab hostility.”

Israel intends using every possible

Solemn Ceremon y 
in Warsaw

WARSAW 

Several thousand people, including 
many non-Jews, took part im. the 
commemoration meeting at the monu- 
ment to the ghetto fighters, held here 
on the eleventh anniversary last week 
of the Warsaw Ghetto rising. 

In addition to hundreds of Jewish 
delegates from every Jewish commu- 
nity in Poland. representatives of the 
Polish Communtst Party, the Polish 
Peasant Party. and other political 
groups, took part in the meeting and 
laid wreaths at the foot of the 
monument 

Ihe Polish Army too was represented 
by a group of officers who stood guard 
at the monument on each side of two 
menorot. When the menorot were lit the 
gathering observed a two-minute silenc 
n honour of the fallen heroes 


Government Wreath Laid 


Ihe wreath laid by a representative of 
the official Government Party was 
inscribéd: “Eternal glory to the fighters 
against fascism for a free Socialist 
Poland.’ There were hundreds of othe: 
wreaths from Jewish and © non-Jewish 
organisations, imcluding one from the 
municipality of Warsaw and another 
from the Association of Polish Writers 

After the ceremony, at the monument, 
in the former Jewish quarter, anoth 
mecting was held at the hall of the 
Polish Railway Workers’ Union. which 
was aticnded by 1.500 people. About 
the same number attended an overflow 
meeting outside 

The main mecting was attended by the 
Executive Council of the Cultural and 
Social Union of Jews in Poland. which 
included the Chairman, Mr Hirsch 
Smolar.

JEWISH BLIND SOCIETY 


Larger Premises Sought

Owing to the rapid expansion of 
its work the Jewish Blind Society had 
been compelled to seek larger premises 
for administration and welfare and a 
hostel for therr blind. in the London 
area, stated. Mr, Leonard M. Alired, 
the Chairman, presiding at the 135th 


annual general court of the Socicty 
held at Woburn House, W.C.. on 
Luesday 

Approximately 1,000 blind Jewish 
men and women, he said, were now 
registered with the Society for help 


in one form or another, and he -was 
thankful that so far the Society had 
been able to cope with all. the calls 
made upon it. 

Although the premises would 
involve them IA great expense he was 
sure that the Jewish community would 
not fail to support them to enable them 
lo overcome their difficulues 

He referred to the value of the clubs 
for the blind which they ran in North 
London. the East End. and in the West 
End. which were all well attended. The’ 
were now trying to find a centre itn 
London to which the blind could go. 
not on one day. but five days, wher 
there would be occupational therapy 
training 

Referring to the Manchester Society, 
he paid tribute to the work of Ald. A 
Moss, the Lord Mayor of Manchester, 
President of the Society: to Mr. M 
Glancy, and Mr Dan Suppree 


Aid Societies’ Help 


Speaking of the Society's Homes, he 
said they were a credit not only to them 
but to the Jewish community as a whole. 
They were indebted to their aid socicties 
for the considerable amounts which they 
had collected. He reported that since 
their last annual general court, five new 
aid societies had been established But 
for the income which they derived from 
these societies they would be in a parlous 
hnancial position. 

He thanked the Ladies’ Gurlds, the 
League of Jewish Women, and the many 
friends who had helped them by etving 
treats and outings to the blind in thei 

mes,

WHY RELIGION? 


HE range and variety of 
answers advanced in reply 
to the familiar question, 
“ Why religion ?” is astonishing. 
The pictist who is meticulous in his 
observance from fear of purgatory or 
with an eye to Paradise may be 
regarded, in progressive circles, as 
somewhat anachronistic: but he sur- 
vives in impressive numbers. Your 
modernist buttresses his 
faith with the scientific argument that 
religion provides a_ psychological 
anchor which saves the human vesse! 
from going adrift in the storms of our 
turbulent age. Your nationalist finds 
that the inherent traditionalism of 
religion is an important patriotic 
asset that can be utilised for the good 
of the country in peace and in war 
The supporters of convention—ict 
us call it mores likewise have’ a 
good word for religion Ihe social 
order requires for its Stabilitv some 
pattern of polite tradition or national 
ceremonial custom A Barmitzvah.

BLIND AID THE BLIND 


Blind people throughout the world 
—Jewish and non-Jewish—have no 
more devoted friend than Mr. Leopold 
Dubov, who, as reported in our issue 
of last week, has had his name 
inscribed in the J.N.F. Golden Book 
by the Jewish Institute for the Blind 
in Jerusalem. This veteran worker for 
the sightless—he is himself blind— 
has great achievements to his 
credit. In 1950 the Jewish Braille 
Institute of America announced the 
completion of a Hebrew Braille ver- 
sion of the Bible—comprising 20 


volumes from Genesis to Chronicles . 


the editor of which was Mr. Dubov. 
This wonderful gift to the blind was 
his most outstanding contribution to 
the welfare of the sightless, but there 
were many others worthy of note. 
For over twenty years he edited and 
published, besides other journals, the 
“Jewish Braille Review.” and he 
founded the Jewish Braille Institute 
of America. Last year he was made 
an Hon. Life Governor of the Jewish 
Biind Society in London. His many 
friends will be sorry to hear that Mr. 
Dubov-——who, incidentally, emigrated 
to New York from Liverpool! 30 years 
ago—is in poor health.

WAR CRIMINALS’ 
CONDITIONS 


Proposals for Easement 


From our Parliamentary 
Correspondent 


A discussion will take place between 
representatives of the Western Powers 
and the Soviet Union on the condjtions 
of convicted war criminals serving 
sentences in Spandau Prison. Mr. 
SeELwYN Luoyp, Minister of State, 
said in the Commons on Wednesday 
that certain proposals, in particular, 
suggestions to cover cases of sickness, 
had been put forward for discussion 
by representatives of the four Powers. 

He was replying to Mr. Artuur Lewis 
(Lab., West Ham, North), who asked 
what proposals the Western Powers had 
made to the Soviet Union on_ the 
temporary release of one or more of the 
Spandau prisoners for hospital treatment 
and the proposed methods to case con- 
ditions under which these prisoners were 
confined. 


Progress of Negotiations 


Mr. Lloyd also said that the question 
of the disposal of the. bodies of those 
who died in prison was also under dts- 
cussion. Final agreement had not yet 
heen reached, although the negotiations 
had made progress on certain matters. 

Mr. Lewis asked for an assurance that 
with regard to the disposal] of the bodics 
of war criminals who died in prison, 
ithe Government would adopt the 
same practice with the bodies of these 
mass murderers as was adopted in this 
country for those who murdered 
individually He wanted an assurance 
that in no instance would these criminals 
be treated better or worse than prisoners 
in this country who commiuited crimes 
against fewer persons. 

Mr. Lloyd replied that he thought the 
purpose of the negotiations as far as the 
conditions of detention were concerned 
was that these people should be treatcd 
with no more and no less humanity than 
was given to people who had been con- 
victed for such crimes. With regard to 
the disposal of bodies he added, -that 
was a matter upon which various views 
could be held—the question of possible 
martyrdom and so on-—-and he could 
not give any underiaking such as Mr 
Lewis asked.

MARGATE HOTEL’S BAN ON JEWS 
Union Cancels Conference Bookings

The Civil Service Clerical Associa- 
tion has cancelled a booking at the 
Stanmore Private Hotel, Athelstan 
Road, Margate, for 124 of the 1,000 
delegates who are to altend its con- 
ference in the town in June, because 
of a statement in the hotel's brochure 
that the management reserves the right 
to refuse accommodation to members 
of the Hebrew persuasion | “ whether 
they have booked or not. 

Mr. L. C. White, the Secretary of the 
Association, told me that when it was 
decided to hold the conference in Mar- 
gate they got in touch with the Publicit 
Department of the Margate Boroug 
Council, who sent them a long list of 
suitable hotels. 

“We sent our people down there to 
make arrangements for the accommoda- 
tion of our delegates and also for certain 
smaller conferences, and some social 
events,” said Mr. White. “In the case 
of the Stanmore Hotel, apart from book- 
ing accommodation for a number of dele- 
gates, we had booked a large hall there 
for a smaller conference and for two 
social events during the week. 

* Afier all this had been done, it was 
brought to our notice that this hotel 
banned Jewish people, although, curiously 
enough, it docs not ban them when they 
ure part of a delegation to a conference. 


Racial Discrimination Opposed 


“As soon as this ban came to our 


notice our National Executive Commit- 
lee gave instructions that the whole of 
the arrangements with the Stanmore 


Hotcl be cancelled, because this associa- 
tion has. .at its annual conferences, 
adopted as its policy complete opposition 
to racial discrimination of any sort. 


Mr. White pornied out that his Asso- 
clation’s membersh p included. a large 
number of Jews, many of whom were 
very active workers, “ and. it would cer- 


tainly be an insult to them,” he added, 
“to allow our people to be accommo- 
dated in a hotel which practised this sort 
of discrimination.” They were now, he 
said, busy finding other accommodation. 

Mr. White also informed me that they 
had received a letter from the lawyers 
acting for the Stanmore Hoicl, which had 
been passed to the Association's legal 
advisers. [That was where the matter 
rested at the moment. 

“We took this decision,” said Mr. 
White, “in the knowledge that there 
might be legal difficulties. But in the 
Executive Committee's view the principle 
involved was so important that we must 
face those difficulties, whatever they 
might be 

“We would certainly have had greater 
difficulty with our members if we had 
arranged for accommodation in an hotel 


and it was later discovered that it wa 
an hotel where they practised 
discrimination,” 

When I telephoned to the Stanmore 
Hotel and asked to speak to Mr. F yy 
Lawn, the proprietor, | was told tho: 

“he does not want to be pSeeetted.*

SPANISH RADIO'S 
INSINUATIONS 


Comment on Oppenheimer 
Investigation 


By a Diplomatic Correspondent 


Political quarters here are surprised 
and concerned by an anti-Jewish 
broadcast from Madrid. The broad- 
cast dealt with the case of Protessor 
Oppenheimer, the Jewish atomic 
scientist, and the reaction to the 
American Government's decision sus- 
pending him in his official duties 

Quoting the Washington correspon- 
dent of a Madrid newspaper, the 
broadcast said that the majority of the 
United States newspapers had concen- 
trated on “ making a martyr out of 
Oppenheimer and irresponsibie 
person out of McCarthy, Oppen- 
heimer is a Jew, McCarthy a Catholic.” 

Judaism, said the broadcast. asserting 
pressure in all its spheres, which include 
a very large part of the newspaper world. 
has set up a barricade to defend Oppen- 
hemmer to the last inch. McCarthy, on 
the contrary, has been careful not io mix 
himself up in any strange business 

The broadcaster asked Spaniards to 
remember that Jewish members of the 
House of Representatives had shown 
prejudice against Spain. The conclusion 
to be drawn from the Oppenheimer affair, 
it said, ts that a great majority of the 
press organs of the eastern part of the 
United States of America are in Jewish 
hands. And the editorial policy of these 
organs its not to renounce racial and 
religious prejudices. 

The reason for this anti-Jewish broad- 
cast is not quite clear, but it should be 
recalled that the Secretary-Genera! of the 
Arab League is now the officia! guest of 
the Franco Government, and that on the 
Isracl-Arab issue official Spain, especially 
in the press and in broadcasts, has taken 
an increasingly anti-Israe] hne

SMALL COMMUNITIES’ PROBLEMS 


By LOUIS SIMMONDS 


WENTY miles north of Lon- 
don is the small congrega- 
tion of Welwyn Garden City, 

of which | am a member. An 
account of our development and a 
discussion of our problems may be 
of interest to the community in 
general, for there are a number of 
similar congregations springing up 
around London—Epping, Hainault, 
Harlow, Hemel Hempstead, Steven- 
age, and Crawley, to mention but 
a few. 

Our congregation in Welwyn is of 
war-time growth; in its early stages 
most of its members felt that we 
would enjoy only a temporary exis- 
tence. and although social life, regular 
religious services, and Hebrew classes 
were organised, no long-term plan was 
developed. After the war numbers 
dwindied steadily as members drifted 
back to. their original homes, but it 
became evident that a definite nucleus 
would remain. 


Churches’ Help 


All our activities were maintained 
in the face of difficulties. Unhke an 
older town (Welwyn Garden City was 
built between the wars) there are no 
spare halls which can be rented or 
old. buildings to adapt. Ihe lack of 
suitable premises of our own con- 
tinues to confront us with a number 
of problems, and we are dependent 
upon the good will and assistance of 
local organisations. Ihe churches 
have come to the rescue and have 
been the personification of kindness, 
frequently at great imconvenience to 
themselves. For several years the 
Society of Friends has given us the 
use of their building on the Sabbath 
and allowed us space to store our 
Sefer Torah. siddurim, and other ritual 
appurtenances. At times when they 
urgently require their own premises 
we have to move elsewhere: for 
instance, when part of a festival falls 
on a Sunday. 

This vear. Passover services were 


held in a school dining-hall ; two years - 


ago the Holy-days were celebrated in 
three different halls with the inevitable 
scramble. inconvenience, and loss of 
dignity. We have, in the past, pressed 
schoo! halls into use; the education 
authorities have been so considerate 
that they have several times placed a 
classroom at our. disposal and 
squeezed their children into another 
overcrowded room, and on occasions 
(dare | mention it ?) have even given 
the children a couple of days’ 
unofficial holiday when work |. was 
impossible tor them. 


Regular Services 


Despite: these handicaps we have 
developed cohesion. Services are held 
regularly, and we are lucky to have 
a qualihed reader. Film shows, con- 
certs, and socials are held at intervals ; 
the J.P.A. and various charitable 
appeals receive a generous response ; 
and most of the festivals are cele- 
brated by appropriate parties. From 
time to time our young people try to 
organise a regular group of their’ own, 
but lack of premises keeps defeating 
them. Meeting in different houses 
does not seem to work. 

Ihe number of children at Hebrew 
classes does not justify two qualified 
teachers, so’one man has to cope with 
bovs and girls of all ages, from com- 
plete beginners to advanced igvel. 
Assistance Is given by various unquali- 
hed members. The adolescent boys 
and girls also have the problem of 
numbers in their. social life. [here 
are few in each age group and a year 
Or two makes a great difference in 
outlook. Ihe wonder is that they 
stick together as well as they do. 

Now that our town has. been 
designated one of the New Towns, 
it is growing rapidly and there is a 
Steady increase of Jewish residents. 
This has given us confidence to go 
ahead with plans to build a synagogue 
and meeting place of our own. We 
envisage a small, multi-purpose build- 
ing suitable for all types of activity. 
The major part of the Jewish popula- 
tion must be drawn in and the non- 
practising families made as welcome 
as the Orthodox. 

We all feel that once we have a 
focal centre of our own our communal 
life will be strengthened and our 
spiritual life enriched. We are con- 


fident also that we will thereby draw 
in some portion of those Jewich 
families who have hitherto held aloof 
for one reason or another. The grea: 
problem of Jewish life is the large 
number who either deliberate), abstain 
from contact or drift away. With the 
former very little can be done, byt 
in a small community much can be 
done for the latter. In a big town 
they do not show up and it is nobody ’< 
business to worry about them or their 
children; in many cases the children 
will jorn the existing Jewish clubs and 
groups of their own volition, but in 
a small town all this has to be made 
and the results can be seen. 

In our Own case, as a result of 
great sacrifices by a smal! number of 
individuals without any great financia! 
means, We have gone a fair way 
towards raising the necessary mone, 
for our synagogue, although | mus: 
contess that we seem to have squeezed 
almost the last local pip and are look- 
ing further afield for benefactors. 

What can be learned from thi” 
How many other towns have numbers 
of Jews who could, and should. rorm 
an organised community. but have not 
acquired sufficient cohesion’? And 
how many young Jews wil! drift away 
before anything is done for them? 


Limited Finances 


Most of the people settling in the 
New Towns are of the artisan or 
minor professional classes. Very few 
are of the executive or comparatively 
prosperous business groups. So there 
is not much money to go round, not 
much experience of organising. and 
no tradition of old-established res- 
dents who know éverybody and tend 
to take the lead in getting things under 
way. Yet among them all there is a 
nucleus who desire to maintain a 
Jewish way of life for themselves and 
their children. 

Ihe big congregations are reason- 
ably able to look after themselves, but 
these small groups need to be 
nurtured. The Welwyn congregation 
iS affihated to the United Synagogue, 
which has given us guidance and finan- 
cial help in day-to-day running, but 
we first had to show thal we were an 
organised community belore we were 
accepted. Could not a committee be 
appointed which would be responsible 
for a little primary work in encourag- 
ing the development of 
tions? Is it not possible to arrange 
for a small panel of. ministers in 
charge of areas grouping hal! a dozen 
communities, taking the Sabbath ser- 
vices in turn, to stimulate local interest, 
and making it their special duty to 
look after their own group? A close 
eye could be kept on the various 
activities which should be developed. 
Hebrew classes, which are so otten the 
weakest point and the Acy to the 
child’s.. later outlook, could. 
expanded and developed.

Rifts in Federation

Paris 

Three litical parties— Mizrachi, 
Hapoel Hamizrachi, and Hashomer 
Hatzair—and the non-political Charles 
Netter Group have broken away—at 
least temporarily—from the French 
Zionist Federation. It will be recalled 
that early this year the Federation was 
transformed into a territorial union 
designed to embrace all pro-Zionist 
bodies in France. 

Mizrachi and Hapoel Hamizrachi have 


seceded because they were ousted from 


the chairmanship of the cultural com- 
mission. “ We have no wish to boycott 
the Federation,” declared Mr. N. 
Rottenberg, President of Mizrachi, in 
an interview, “ but we were forced out. 
Although we are the third largest Zionist 
fraction and polled 18 per cent of the 
last shekel vote in France, we have been 
consistently snubbed. 

“ Hitherto French Zionism has been 
the preserve largely of Yiddish-speakin 
Jews. Our problem is to link up with 


powerful autochthonous French Jewry 
in the Zionist cause. Zionism in France 
will make little headway until the Zionist 
leaders lay aside personal ambitions and 
fears.” 

Hashomer Hatzair has, in the words 
of its leader, Mr. H. Bulawko. “ SUS. 

nded its attendance at mectings of the 


ederation executive,” because the 
Federation has refused to permit 100 
Hashomer Haizair members to go w 


Israel as a self-contained unit within a 
party of French children who are being 
sent out for their summer holidays at 
reduced terms.

LIBYAN JEWRY TODAY 


By ERNEST S. LEVY

F the age-old Jewish com- 

munity in Libya numbering 

35,000 persons at the end of 
the Second World War only 3,000 
remain The majority are in 
Tripoli, the co-capital of the 
youngest Arab State, ruled by King 
Idris El Senussi. Thirty-two 
thousand Libyan Jews, mostly from 
the poorest section of the com- 
munity, emigrated to Israel. 


When Libya attained full indepen- 
dence in 1951 the position of the Jews 
in that country was still considered 
satisfactory ; im fact, apart from the 
two anti-Jewish pogroms of 1945 and 
1948. Jews and Arabs lived for cen- 
tures in’ complete harmony, and 
many of the Libyan leaders, including 
the former Prime Minister. Mahmud 
Muntasser, were extremely friendly

linder Article 8 of the Constitution 
ol the United Kingdom of Libva all 
people born in the country and with- 
out toreign nationality are entutled to

without any difficulty. After it joined 
the Arab League in March, 1953, 
Libya completely disregarded its 
Obligations under the Constitution, 


ind Jewish applicants for Libyan pass- 
ports were intormed that pending 
examination of their special case — 
by Parliament they might be issued 
with temporary travel documents 
which do not give the holders con- 
sular protection in case of need 
lLibsan Jewish business men, more 
than any other section of the local 
community, are put to considerable 
inconvenience when travelling with 
such documents, which are normally 
issued to Stateless or undesirable 
people. 

Another factor which contributed 
to the present plight of Libyan Jewry 
is the closing of the Maccabi Club. 


[he club was founded in 1923 and 
has always been the main social 
centre of the community. It also 


provided ample sporting facilities to 


the Jewish youth in Tripoli. While 
it iS beheved that many. of the 
Libyan leaders, including perhaps 


Saddik Muniasser, the Governor of 
Iripolitania, were against the closing 
down of the club, orders were, how- 


ever, issued for its immediate ban. 
with a view to appeasing§§ the 
Nationalist Party. which, through At 
DiFaa, its weekly influential paper 
published in Benghazi. persistently 
pressed for the closing of the Club. on 
the grounds that it was a centre of 
Zionist propaganda, whose aim was to 
help Israel by undermining Libya and 
the other Arab States. 
When the Israece, the Italian 
Jewish weekly published in Rome. and 
later The Jewise CHrRonicLe and the 
INDIA AND Isrart, of Bombay. were 
banned by the Libyan authorities. the 
small Jewish community in Tripoli 
found itself deprived of any contact 
with the foreign Jewish press. The 
ban on postal and cable Communica- 
tions with Israel. ordered three months 
ago, compictely isolated the com- 
munity from the Jewish world. 


Italians Departing 


Italian farmers, who have contri- 
buted so much to Libva's progress 
in the agricultural field, are being 
repatriated at the rate of 300 a month 
at the expense of the Italian Govern- 
ment. [his is an indication that after 
years of pioneer work on the land 
they feel that they are now unable to 
make a living in the country. which 
thev considered as their second home- 
land. The Jews are considerably per- 
turbed at the gradually 
number of Italians living in Libya 
Ihey feel that the Arab rulers tend 
syStematicaliv to isolate them and to 
reduce them to a minority without 
political rights or status, saving them 
lor the day when. if need be. they can 
be produced aS Scapegoals the 
country’s misfortunes Libva is a 
poo! without natural 
resources, and its trade gap is as large 
as Israel's. Also ut depends large!\ 
On toreign financial assistance to 
cover more than half its budget: the 
vearly grant of £3.750,.000 which wil! 
be provided by. Britain under the 
Angio-Libyan Treaty will go a long

Shrewdness and Integrity 


In spite of all the measures taken 
directly or indirectis against them. 
the Jews are able to maintain then 
position in the financ al activities of 
the country. they continue to handle 
the bulk of the import and export 
business undertaken by Libva. Their 
shrewdness and great integrity have 
earned Libya a high commercial 
reputation in foreign markets. Ninety 
per cent of the shops Ciraddat fer ‘ 
Fi Awal. the main thoroughfare ol 
Tripoh, are owned by Jews. a tact 
which prompted a= former Arab 
refugee from Palestine. now a teacher 
in Tripoli, to write an Arab 
paper some time ago that he never 
expected to find a second “ lel Aviv” 
in Libva 

Jews freely practise their religion. 
and the two main synagogues in 
Iripoli are well attended on Sabbaths 
and on special Occasions. (here are, 
however... no spiritual leaders at 
present in Tripoli, and wt is feared 
that this. coupled with the complete 
lack of lay leaders, will entail, as 
perhaps it has alread\ the gradual 
disintegration. of the Iripol: com- 
munitv. No Jewish Jeaders are forth- 
coming to interest themselves in the 
affairs of the community, the Prest- 


dent of which. Signor Musci:. Nahum, 


is unable. on account of ill-health, 
to continue in office 

Summing up, one can say that never 
before has the Jewish community, of 
Tripoli found itse!f in such a desper- 
ate position. The continued unsettied 


differences’ between Israeli and its 
Arab neighbours are increasing!) 
being reflected in the local scene, 
where emissaries from the Arab 


League arrive in increasing numbers. 
Tripolt Jews seem to have completely 
lost. faith im their future the 
country, and yet they find it hard to 
emigrate leaving their considerable 
assets behind them 

It is to be hoped that the proposed 
world-wide surveys on discrimination 
will be approved in the near future by 
the United Nations General Assembly. 
The Libyan community may then fee! 


itself in some measure protected 
against any further discrimination.

THE CRUCIFIXION STORY 


Council of Christians 
and Jews’ Policy 
To the Editor of Tue Jewtsu Curonicie 


Sin, —Will you allow me, in reply 
to the Rev. Chaim Pearl's reporied 
criticism of the Council of Christians 
and Jews in the course of a Passover 
sermon, to make the following obser- 
vations which I hope may serve to 
reassure both Mr. Pearl himself, his 
congregants, and your readers, that 
this Council js neither indifferent to, 
nor mactive about, the problems to 
which the teaching of the crucifixion 
story give rise. 

Ihe basis of the Council's policy in 
this connection is set out in a document 
which has come to be widely kgown as 
the “len Pomts of Scelisberg. This 
document, in the preparation of which 
represeniatives of the Council played an 
important part, was first published in 
1947 following an International C onfer- 
ence of Christians and Jews held at 
Seclisberg, in Switzerland. “ lt was only

statement affirms, “and the Christin 
message has always been that was the

competent authorities m the Vatican. It 
has been widely distributed this 
country and on the Continent... An article 
on the teaching of the crucifixion story 
which appears in the current tssuc of the 
Council's magazine, “Common Ground,” 
again focuses attention on i 

[his problem is also being widely dis- 
theological students and 
teachers m tramime, im the course of the 
increasing number of vistts to colleges 
which are paid by members of the 
Council's staff. It ts a frequent .subject 
of discussion in all kinds of religious 
and educational groups ‘which are 
addressed both by tndividual speakers 
and trio teams from the Council 
has been raised by the Council s Genera! 
Secretary m a paper contributed to a 
symposium on the Church and the Jewish 
People, recently published in preparation 
for the Second Assembly of the Wortd 
Council of Churches. which is duc to take 
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place this summer in the United States. 
A further approach is at present being 
made with the help of about one hundred 
schoo! teachers of all denominations 1n a 
survey of religious text-books in general 
use in the schools of this country. 


But Mr. Pearl has also attacked the 
B.B.C., which he accuses of pouring out 
the “grossest antisemitism ins its 
Easter broadcasts. For this also he 


appears to hold the Council at least 
partly responsible because of its apparent 
failure to prevent the B.B.C. from indulg- 
ing in this annual orgy of “ anti-Jewish 
propaganda.’ Apart trom the fact that 
such sweeping and ill-founded generali- 
sations are more likely than almost any- 
thing else to defeat the very purpose Mr. 
Pearl has in view, it will, 1 hope, interest 
his hearers and readers to know that the 
Council has been in close and friendly 
contact with the Religious Department of 
the B.B.C. for many years now: that 
these matters are the’ subject of frequent 
discussion between us: and that we have 
always found a completely sympathetic 
and understanding response. Much the 
same is true of Sunday school teachers 
and workers, who would I think be both 
surprised and dismayed at Mr. Pearl's 
allegation that ‘they continue to turn 
out little antisemites. 

Finally, I should not like it to be 
thought that any of us in the Council 
of Christians and Jews are under any 
illusions as to the limitations of all that 
we have done and are trying to do in 
relation to this age-old problem, the 
seriousness of which we do not for a 
moment question. We do not need to be 
reminded of the greatness—-or of the 
complexity—of the task that lies ahead. 
and we shall continue to do our best 
with the limited resources at our disposal! 
1 would only submit that the points |! 
have outlined in this letter warrant. the 
conclusion that more, not less, support 
for the Council is what is really needed

COINCIDENCE 


An Artificial Moon 


To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sir.— lI should like to answer the two 
questions put to your readers by Mr. 
A. H. Bloch, in your tissue .of last 
week. 

(1) In the Gregorian calendar the com- 
putation of the Easter date is based 
on the epact, which gives the age of the 
moon on January of. any given year. 
But by this it could happen that in some 
periods, as, for example, from 1900 to 
2199. Easter would have to be cele- 
brated on Apnil 26. This would occur 
if, in a year with the epact 24, April. 19 
fell on a Sunday. e.¢., in 1981. 2076. and 
2133. But as Easter may not be -cele- 
brated later than April 25, and, as Pro- 
fessol Fraenkel has already slated, if the 
calculation of the full moon gives Sun- 
day. Ap | 19, the full moon ts antedated 
to April 18, and Easter falls on Apri 19 
nstead of April 26 

However, the new moon, and connected 
with it the full moon also. may not occur 
iwice On the Same. date in the course 
of the 19 vears of the lunar cycle. There- 
fore, in a peniod whose lunar cycles have 
each. the epacis 24 and 25. in any vear 
with the epact 25 the so-called Paschal! 
Full Moon, which is the full moon imme- 
diately after March 21, must be also ante- 
dated from April 18 to 17. Bee: iuse. of 
the fact that in this year April 17 was a 
Saturday. Easter had to be celebrated on 
Sunday. April 18, and not on. Sunday, 
April 25. 

(2) In the period from 1900 to 2199, 
March 27 is the earhest possible date 
and April 25 the laiest possible date in 
the common calendar on which the first 
day of Pesach can fall During the 
present century the carhest possible date 
occurs four times, in 1937, 1956, 1975. 
and 1994, and the latest possible date 
twice, in 1929 and 1967. 

Perhaps I may point out that the Act 
of Parliament which Mr. Bloch has men- 
tioned has not created a novum, but only 
confirmed what was already fixed by 
councils and the church = authorities, 
especially by the Council! of Nicwa (325) 
and by Bishop Hilarius, who. introduced 
(c. 437) the artificial moon. by which the 
months of the ecclesiastical year are 


determined.

DISCRIMINATION BY 
GOLF CLUB 


Jews Refused Membership 


To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sir,—The national press has given 
very wide publicity to the discriminat- 
ory action of the Blackpool North 
Shore Golf Club (consisting of five 
hundred members) in turning down 
the applications for membership of 
two Jewish professional men, who are 
also ex-Servicemen, for the reason 
that they are Jews. They are my 
brothers, one a solicitor and the other 
a doctor. Both of them are of irre- 
proachable character and gave their 
best to this country during the last 
war. One attained the rank of captain 
and the other that of lieutenant- 
colonel. 


This demonstration of intolerance and 
antisemiusm is to be deplored and 
viewed with disgust. It is ironical that 
Blackpool's motto is “ Progress” and, 
indeed, the Corporation is the actual 
lessor of the land to the North Shore 
Golf Club. | cannot conceive that 
professional men of minorities would 
discriminate in their healing works. In 
the same way, I am perfectly sure that 
a member of the Club would not have 
refused the professional skill of the 
Jewish doctor concerned to remedy illness 
or accident. 

Let us hope that there will be a few 
uneasy consciences in Blackpool among 
those who have been ready enough to 
accept the professional services of these 
two men and then so ready to.deny them 
the common right of all men to be 
judged on merits and “as they are found 
to be” and not to be condemned for 
the accident of birth or persuasion. 

The actions of the North Shore Golf 
Club have more far reaching effects than 
the locality of Blackpool They are 
un-Christian and un-English To my 
mind. the only bright aspect of the whole 
aflair is that Dr. Patrick Joseph Leahy. 
the Captain of the Club. who ts Mmmself 
a Roman Catholic. has resigned his 
office in conscience bound against racial 
discrimination, 

Phis recrudescence of antiscmlism 
should be fought by cverv possihle means. 
| have given notice of intention to raise 
this matter at the next meeting of the 
Board of Deputies on May 16.

Need for Secondary 
Moderns 


To the Editor of THe Jewisu CHronicie 


Sin. —The time is, I believe, oppor- 
tune for an appraisal by our 
authorities of the over-all educational 
organisation of Jewish day schools. It 
is a matter for great satisfaction that 
the day school movement, despite 
many difficulties, has had a continuous 
expansion during the past 25 years 
We have now reached the stage where 
about one tenth of Jewish children 
are attending our day schools. In 
Manchester, the number is one third 
of the local Jewish child population. 

There can be no doubt that the com- 
munity desires the extension of the day 
ichoo! movement and has good reason 
to be satisfied wih the excellent results 
being achieved; we owe a debt of grati- 
tude to the admunisirators and teachers 
who have made the progress possibic. 

In looking to the future it ts impor- 


tant to consider to what extent the 
orevailing educational organisauon of 
our day schools ts meeting the fullesi 


educat onal needs of our schoolchi dren 


Recently. in your columns, Mr. Sidney

AS Isracl’s Independence Day comes round 
once more it is fitting to pause awhile in the 
day-to-day scrutiny of current events in order 
to look at the position of the State in its 
world-wide setting. 

Since May, 1948, the world has witnessed 
in Israel six years of heroic and unremitting 
efforts. It has seen unique achievements in 
the building up of the State in every sphere 
of activity—economic, political, administra- 
tive, military, and cultural, Alongside the 
achievements there have been frustrations ; 
together with hopes fulfilled have come sad 
disappointments, It has been a story of sacri- 
fices and of triumphs, of mistakes and of 
resounding successes. Difficulties have been 
overcome and the country has been blessed 
with a fair measure of good fortune. Above 
all, the people have shown a remarkable 
measure of pluck and faith; and their courage 
and enthusiasm have impressed the world at 
large 


One of the most interesting results of the 
establishment of the State has been the way 
in which it has reduced the previously sharp 
distinction which existed between Zionists 
and non-Zionists, Though a greater or lesser 
interest in Israel shows itself in varying degree 
in the Diaspora, Jews everywhere have come 
to recognise that they are bound up with the 
fortunes of Israel. Whether they like it or 
not, they share in Israel's triumphs no less 
than in its defeats. Though the establishment 
of the State has undoubtedly helped to solve 
some of the prablems of the Diaspora, largely 
as a result of raising Jewish morale, it has 


also created fresh ones. This has been seen 


in its most exaggerated form in the Moslem 
countries, where the establishment of the State 
has brought down upon the Jewish minorities 
the wrath of their rulers. 
not be lightly dismissed. If, heaven forbid, 
Israel should come into conflict with 
another -Power, what would be the position 
of that country’s Jewish minority ? Never- 
theless, it should be recognised that the early 
fears eXpressed in some quarters that the 
establishment of the State would promptly 
face Jews in the Diaspora with a problem of 
dual nationality have not materialised. 
Similarly, the assimilationist theory that the 
establishment of the State would present Jews 
with a final choice between moving to Israel 
or complete submergence has not proved to 
be well founded. -On the contrary, the thesis 
that the continued existence and welfare of 
the Diaspora is necessary for Israel has been 
generally accepted. It may even be said that 
the existence of the State has a deterrent effect 
on the processes of assimilation by maintain- 
ing an interest in things Jewish which might 
otherwise be lacking. Nor has there been any 
great enthusiasm for the theory, propagated 
by Mr. Ben-Gurion, that it was the duty of 
every self-respecting Jew to migrate to Israel. 

If one turns to examine the impact of 
Israel on the non-Jewish world, it will be 
seen to be considerable and by no means 
commensurate with its small size. Israel 
is a product of the United Nations, but, 
unfortunately, from its birth it became a 
problem-child owing to the fact that its 
arrival was bitterly contested by the Arab 
States, who were united only in their ardent 
opposition to Zionism. Consequently, 
what may now be termed the Israeli prob- 
lem has haunted every session of the United 
Nations Assembly since the State was 
founded, and the tragedy is that instead of 
improving the position has steadily 
deteriorated. The Arab blockade has not 
relaxed and frontier incidents have multi- 
plied, bringing in their wake bloody acts 
of ill-considered retaliation committed by 
both sides. The state of tension on the 
borders has increased to such an extent 
that today there is an uneasy feeling that 
an explosion could occur at almost any 
moment. This is a challenge to the United 
Nations in general and the three Western 
Powers in particular, who have guaranteed 


Ihe lesson should 


the peace of that region. Unluckily, how- 
ever, there is as yet no sign of that strong 
and constructive policy which alone could 
ease the tension, while the Arab States con- 
tinue intransigently to refuse to recognise 
the right of Israel to exist or to sit down 
with it at a peace conference. 


Apart from the Arab States, Israel's rela- 
tions with other countries have for the most 
part been good, and in some instances 
cordial. With the U.S.S.R. and its satel- 
lites, however, a most unfortunate situation 
has arisen whereby, despite Israel's efforts 
to achieve a position of neutrality between 
East and West, the U.S.S.R.—after initially 


sponsoring its establishment—has placed” 


Israel firmly outside the Iron Curtain and, 
as part of its anti-Western policy, has taken 
up a position in support of the Arabs. At 
the same time, the Iron Curtain countries 
have refused to allow their Jewish popula- 
tions to emigrate and have indulged in active 
persecution of Zionists. 


In the uncertain circumstances which 
prevail it is impossible to predict what the 
future has in store. Internally, Israel is 
faced with a tremendous disparity in its 
overseas trade balance, which can only be 
held tn check by the receipt of massive 
economic support from abroad-——by way 
of donations and subscriptions from the 
Diaspora, loans and grants from the U.S.A., 
and reparations from Germany. In the 
absence of any natural resources of impor- 
tance—and none of great value has yet 
been discovered——and taking into account 
the general poverty of the soil, it Is 
difficult to see, as Mr. TrRevoR-ROPER 
and other writers have pointed out, how 
the present relatively high standard of 
living can be maintained. On the other 
hand, with the development of the Negev, 
the growth of industry, and the huge 
requirements of the Defence Services, the 
country requires a larger population. The 
only available source of supply of immi- 
grants on a considerable scale 1s from 
North Africa, tor there are no signs of a 
large aliya from the U.S.A. or Western 
Europe. This’ would have the effect of 
increasing still further the very high propor- 
tion of Oriental Jews in Israel, who, as they 
settle down, will no doubt make their 
presence increasingly felt in the country. 
Inevitably, they will influence both its 
ethnographic and cultural development. 
Whether their presence will make it easier 
for Israel to get on better with its Arab 
neighbours—as has sometimes been sug- 
gested—is doubtful if one considers the 
position which these people occupied as 
second-class citizens in their countries of 
origin. 

Although this survey may appear in the 
main to be gloomy, it can claim to be 
realistic, and tt is in facing realities that we 
shall know best how to help, for to indulge 
in wishful thinking can lead only to mis- 
takes. As it enters its seventh year (a year, 
one hopes, of good omen), Israel can rest 
assured that it will continue to receive in 
full measure the sympathy and support of 
Jews in the Diaspora, who, it is as well to 
remember, also have their problems. They 
will watch with confidence the almost super- 
human efforts of their brethren to place Israel 
on a firm and lasting footing and will not 
be slow to assist as and when they can. 


SHECHITA BOARD 


Tue celebration by the London Board of 
Shechita of its 150th anniversary is a notable 
event in Anglo-Jewish annals. Shechita has, 
of course, been practised in this country for 
double that period, throughout the time 
since the Jewish Resettlement in 1656. But 
it was an important occasion when, in 1804, 
the Spanish and Portuguese Congregation, 
the Great Synagogue, the Hambro’ Syna- 
gogue, and the New Synagogue—then known 
as “the Four Congregations "—founded the 
present Board in the Metropolis. It marked 
the successful establishment of unified com- 
munal machinery in this essential sphere of 
Orthodox religious practice. For a century 
and a half the Board has worked unremit- 
tingly for the maintenance of this principle 
of providing an authoritative and central 
organisation that shall perform this common 
service in the general interests. Its labours 
have never been easy, for it has had to unite 
different synagogal groups and ideological 
viewpoints, to bring together the various 
interests concerned in the provision of kasher 
meat, and to overcome the constant fissipar- 
ous tendencies in the community (emphasised, 
regrettably, this very week by the unexplained 


decision of the Federation of Synagogues 
not to join in the celebration). More- 
over, the conditions of the war and 
post-war years have presented their own 
special difficulties. All the more commend- 
able, therefore, have been the Board's 
constant endeavours to secure the greatest 
possible measure of collaboration and to 
introduce the highest standards into every 
aspect of its activities. The progress of 
its work was indicated, five years ago, by 
the opening of the Board's fine new head- 
quarters, and by the formation, in_ the 
following year, of the National Council of 
Shechita Boards, with its offices in the same 
building. Some of the technical problems 
confronting the Board are discussed in the 
article by its President, Mr. HARRY GAVENTA, 
on page 17. Probably, however, no passage 
in that article will be of greater interest to 
our readers generally than the following: 
“The Board looks forward with optimism 
to the day when housewives will have the 
benefit of meats at competitive prices, and 
to this end the Board will make untiring 
efforts.” We know that we are expressing 
the sentiments of the Jewish public in wish- 
ing that this hope and pledge may be 
speedily fulfilled. 


BETH DIN INQUIRY 


TWELVE months have now elapsed since a 
libel action involving the Cuter Rapes and 
the Dayanim, as well as THe JewisuH 
CHRONICLE, forced into public view some 
obvious defects in the organisation . and 
procedure of the Beth Din. An investiga- 
tion into these matters could not be burked, 
and we suggested that the Cuier Rasp 
should. invite one who was not only outside 
the battle, as it were, but was also an out- 
Standing jurist and an administrator of 
distinction to hold an inquiry. Eventually 
the expedient was adopted of setting up a 
committee (though that word appears to 
have been painstakingly avoided) which was 
to report jointly to the Cuter Rass and the 
President of the United Synagogue and was 
to consist of two Dayanim, the Chairman 
and Vice-Chairman of the Board of Manage- 
ment of the Beth Hamedrash, and two out- 
side members. Among the last mentioned 
was Mr. Davip WEITZMAN, Q.C., M.P., 
who became Chairman of the group. A body 
on which interested parties predominated 
could not be expected to conduct the kind 
of inquiry that is needed as effectively or 
as. expeditiously as one whose open- 
mindedness was more obvious, but, while 
giving expression to these misgivings, we 
would have preferred to reserve comment 
until a report was produced. Some time 
has now elapsed, but notwithstanding the 
urgency of the Committees task no word 
has been heard, of the progress of its 
deliberations. Has it finished taking evidence 
indeed, did it take steps to seek evidence ? 
Is a report in preparation? When can it 
be expected to be in the hands of the CHIEF 
and Mr. MonraGu? These are 
questions which the Jewish community, with 
whose religious interests the proper function- 
ing of the Beth Dm is closely tied, 1s entitled 
to ask and to have answered 


SMALL COMMUNITIES 


IN an article on “Small Communities’ 
Problems ~ (page 10), Mr. Louis SIMMONDS 
discusses a subject of growing significance. 
The writer describes conditions in his own 
community of Welwyn Garden City, but 
similar conditions obtain in a _ constantly 
increasing number of places. [he Govern- 
ment policy of dispersal of population from 
the overcrowded London areas must vitally 
affect the future of Jewish life. In _ this 
connection the Affiliated Synagogues orga- 
nisation of the United Synagogue should 
be able to play a particularly useful part. 
This scheme was adopted as long ago as 
1931 for the purpose of enabling small and 
newly established congregations to become 
attached to the United Synagogue and, with 
its help, to develop in numbers and con- 
gregational activities. War-time conditions 
of evacuation led to a large increase in these 
congregations. At the present time there are 
over thirty of them which are affiliated to 
the United Synagogue. The writer of the 
article gratefully acknowledges the moral and 
financial support given by the United Syna- 
gogue to his Congregation as an Affiliated 
Synagogue. He mentions, however, the 
many practical difficulties which still beset 
this congregation and others in a similar 
position. The scheme of visiting ministers 
which he suggests is one measure which at 
any rate deserves consideration.

The German Foreign Office played oply 
a subsidiary role in Nazi Jew-baiting. Ye 
it was not backward, particularly after Ribbep. 
trop became Foreign Minister in 1938 A 
whole chapter of this volume is devoted 
exclusively to the Jewish question lhis 
chapter is confined to the months July, (93g. 
to March, 1939. 


After Hitler's march into Austria early in 
1938 large numbers of Jews were compelled 
to flee abroad without their property. That 
created problems for many other countries. 
and in July, 1938, a conference met at Evian. 
called at the iiititive of President Roosevelt. 
to try to find an orderly solution of the Jewish 
refugee problem. The envoys of the Western 
Powers tried to persuade the Nazis that Jewish 
refugees should at least be allowed to depart 
peacefully and with their possessions. The 
German Foreign Office gave evasive replies to 
such suggestions, but the documents for interna! 
use published in the volume show that Ribben- 
trop had no intention of easing the relugee 
problem. Schacht, then still President of the 
Reichsbank, thought otherwise, not because he 
wanted to help the Jews, but because he saw 
an opportunity to use the plight of the Jews 
for getting more funds for arms and increusing 
Germany's exports. Behind Ribbentrop’s back. 


he started negotiations in London. Ribbentrop 
tried to call Schacht to account, only to find 
that wily fox had secretly got the backing of 
Hitler and Goering. Still, with the collapse 


of Chamberlains appeasement the 
negotiations initiated by Schacht also came to 
an end, 


Attitude of Western Democracies 


On the whole the Wesfern democracies 
appear to have acted correctly and done 
nothing to condone Nazi Jew-baiting, with the 
sad excephon of Switzerland Ihe Swiss 
Minister in Berlin told the German Foreign 
Office in August, 1938, that Switzerland was 
decidedly against having the country overrun 
by Jews, which the Nazis would surely under- 
stand. The Chief of the Federal Police Division 
is quoted as having said to the German Leéga- 
tion in Berne: “ Switzerland has as little use 
for these Jews as has Germany. The same 
zentleman signed an agreement, published in 
the volume, which not only = discriminates 
against. German Jews, but acknowledges 
Germany's right to discriminate against Swiss 
Jews. This document is a black page m the 
history of Switzerland, which on other occasions 
has given a shining example of humanity 
tolerance. 

Documents of interest to Jews can be found 
also in some of the other chapters of the 
volume, for instance, in the chapter on German- 
Polish relations. During the period in question, 
the Nazis drove many Polish Jews forcibly 
across the Polish frontier. Poland protested, 
but as could be expected from Colonel Beck's 
régime, only half-heartedly. Poland did not 
try to protect Polish Jews, it merely wished 
to avoid having to receive them back The 
same chapter also contains a number of docu- 
ments on Danzig, then still a Free State under 
League of Nations tutelage. The Nazi Govern 
ment of Danzig wanted to introduce aft: 
semitic legislation, but even during the appease 
ment era the League of Nations rapporteur for 
Danzig, Lord Halifax, was not prepared to 
agree to it openly. Professor Burckhardt, 4 
Swiss citizen, High Commissioner for Danzig. 
appointed by, and responsible to, the League oO! 
Nations, appears to have intrigued with the 
Danzig Nazis in order to pull the woo! Ove 
Lord Halifax’s eyes. The documents show 
Professor Burckhardt as very much. persona 
grata in Berlin. 


Relations with the Arabs 


Finally, the chapter on the Near East con- 
tains some interesting material. It was the 
period of the Peel Report, when the question 
of the partition of Palestine and the establish- 
ment of a Jewish State was being discussed 
Various briefs issued by the Wilhelmstrasse 'o 
German missions abroad make it quite Cical 
that the Nazis were opposed to eyen a minute 
Jewish State, for fear that such a State would 
“create a position of power under internalion«: 
law for international Jewry.” The Arab 
nationalists, particularly the notorious Mult, 
tried to cash in on this German attitude. They 
opened secret negotiations offering a secret but 
formal alliance. The Nazis encouraged the 
Arabs without even allowing themselves to be 
tied down. The reasons are clearly stated 1m 4 
memorandum of August 7, 1937: “1. Our 
[Germany's] relations with England must under 
no circumstances be put under an unnecessar) 
strain.” —" 2. The notorious political unrelia- 
bility of the Arabs.”

British Protection 


Lord Palmerston. By W. Baring 
PemBERTON, Batchworth Press. 25s.

For half of the nineteenth century 
Palmerston stood in the forefront of 
English public life; and, for most of 
that half century he was in the eyes 
of many Englishmen almost a super- 
man. But his power, his influence. 
his reputation spread far beyond 
this country, and if is no exaggeration 
to say that for part of this period he 
was in a sense the Dictator of Europe. 
From every point of view Palmerston 
was a centre of interest throughout 
his long life, and this comes out 
clearly in Mr. Pemberton’s well- 
written and interesting biography. In 
the history of his own country and of 
Europe, Palmerston s name stands out. 
it is also known in the different sphere 
of the history of Jewry. For this 
British statesman was the first in the 
modern world to appoint a consular 


representative of his country to 
Jerusalem—and with these instruc- 
tions: “to afford Protection to the 


Jews generally: and you will take an 
early opportunity of reporting 
upon the present state of the Jewish 
Population in Palestine.” (January 31, 
1839.) From this instruction derived 
directly the Balfour Declaration of 
80 years later, the Mandate fot 
Palestine. and the State of Israel.

however, plays. no 
part in Jewish history——-Mr. Pember- 
ton . devotes several pages. Don 
Pacifico happened to be a Jew. but 
his importance in English Parliamen- 
tary affairs, and also still more so in 
the international relations of the mid- 
nineteenth century, lay in the fact that 
he was a British subject. How he 
became one is wrapped in mystery, 
He himself in his lifetime put forward 
two or three opposing claims, but 
produced no conclusive evidence in 
support of any one of them. Nor, 
after the lapse of a century and the 
opening of all the archives, can any- 
one say where or in what circum- 
stances this picturesque adventurer 
was born. But it was sufficient for 
Palmerston that Pacifico claimed 
British protection, and wholeheartedly 
Palmerston gave it. By his Civis 
Romanus sum speech he rose to the 
pinnacle of his career, shattering an 
opposition that ranged through all 
political parties and from the Queen 
to the press. Mr. Pemberton 1s, how- 
ever, a little too severe on Pacifico, 
even though he was a charlatan. If 
he had gone back to the original 
documents he would have modified 
some of his strictures.

BEETHOVEN ENIGMA 


Beethoven's Ferne und nsterbliche

Ihe enigma of the letter addressed 
to “d.e unsterbliche Gelhebte,” the 
immortal Beloved,” which was found 
among Beethoven’s papers after hts 
death, has long intrigued his 
biographers. Dr. Kaznelson adduces 
much circumstantial evidence to indi- 
cate that it was intended for Josephine 
Brunsvik, the elder sister of the 
“ Therese” who has been regarded 
by many as the lady concerned. This 
conclusion is reached after he has 
devoted a large part of his book to 
considering the claims of Rahel 
Varnhagen, who in the end he decides 
is to be identified with the other.

THE MEANING & PURPOSE OF SHECHITA 


HECHITA, the Jewish method 

of slaughtering animals for 

food, is an essential part of 
Traditional Judaism. Both within 
the community and without there is 
a widespread misunderstanding of 
its meaning and purpose. 

Some people regard shechita simply 
as an old Jewish custom—one of the 
antique rules of the group which its 
members continue to observe out of 
sentimental loyalty. For others. the 
word brings to mind the price paid 
for its observance, or recollections of 
recent claims by its practitioners for 
higher wages. 

But there are many who feel serious 
concern at the attacks made upon 
shechita, particularly during the last 
twenty years, by those who, in the 
name of “humane slaughter.” would 
seek to neutralise the method by 
making obligatory some form. of 
preliminary stunning or electric shock. 
Declarations by ecclesiastical authori- 
ties are made from time to time. With 
the approval of the Chief Rabbi, Mr. 
Zeitlyn recently made a state- 
memt to the Board of Deputies. Such 
declarations of the Din, impeccable 
though they are, do not suffice. of 
themselves, for the intelligent person. 
who asks: “What mean the testi- 
monies and the statutes and the jude- 
ments 7” What is the moral and 
religious purpose of shechita ” 

Ihe sources of Jewish law are the 
Bible and oral tradition: each has 
equal validity. Without the case law 
vou cannot construe a statute conclu- 
sively, nor may you say: disregard 
the cases, only the statute matters 
Both statute and authoritative case are 
equally binding Ihus, if a person 
were to say: such-and-such a law is 
not mentioned or made explicit in the 
Bible. it is not in truth a law but only 
a custom. this is as if he were to 
sav: decided cases do not count, onl) 
the words of the statute.

The Act of 1933 


When the Slaughter of Animals Act 
was passed in 1933 the Board took a 
very active part, through the medium 
of Mr. Simon Myers, its Investigating 
Officer at that time, in obtaining 
appropriate exemption for the Jewish 
method of slaughter, and the Board 
has since been alive to anv further 
enactments or reguiations which might 
affect shechita. The Constitution of 
the Board was amended in 1953, but 
the religious requirements affecting the 
performance and supervision of 
shechita have not been altered. 

Ihe Board has enjoyed the fullest 
co-operation trom its parent bodies, 
the synagogal organisations, whose 
delegaics have been keen and untiring

WHY GOLF CAPTAIN RESIGNED 
Doctor's Protest Against Anti-Jewish Discrimination

BLACKPOOL 

The refusal of the Blackpool North 
Shore Golf Club to accept two Jewish 
golfers as members led Dr. Patrick 
Leahy, who is an Irish Roman 
Catholic, to resign from the captaincy 
as a protest, and on Wednesday Dr. 
Leahy’s resignation as a member of 
the club was announced. 

“My conscience would not allow 
me to retain the captaincy while racial 


discrimination existed,” he said. 
The two golfers are brothers, Mr. 
Leslie Harris, a solicitor, and Dr. Harry 


Harris, and their membership had been 
proposed by non-Jewish members of the 


club. Their brother-in-law, Dr. Joshua 
Harris, has been a member for 24 years. 
Dr. Leahy sent in his resignation as 


captain of the club two months ago, and 
announced it at a stormy and prolonged 
meeting held on Friday. Ihe

ballot among the 450 members. The 
wording of the ballot question was to be 
decided at a meeting of the Council of 
the Club arranged for today (Friday) 
Dr. Joshua Harris told me that he had 
retained membership in order to bring 
the matter forward.

they had refused to do so. He was told 
that the applications had been turned 


down because the Council had decided to 


discourage further Jewish members 
‘hen he first joined there were about 
seven other Jews in the club. But in 


recent years as Jewish members resigned 
the Council had not replaced them with 
other Jews wishing to join. 

He is awaiting the result of the posta! 
ballot before deciding whether to resign 
his membership of the club.

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EDUCATION WORK OF LEEDS ZIONISTS 
Now “the Foremost Task ”

LEEDS 

A significant passage from the 
annual report presented to the mem- 
bers of the Leeds Zionist Council by 
the Chairman, Rabbi S. Brown, 
reads as follows: 

* Our political endeavours, because of 
their decreasing effectiveness and value 
‘o 6a State whose recognition is now 
assured, have of necessity taken up a 
lesser portion of our time and cnergy 
as a Council. The gap created has thus 
been filled by our intensification of an 
educational programme which, in view 
of the dangers of absolute integration 
into the life of the countries of the 
Diaspora, in which the majority of Jews 
are to be found, has now become the 
foremost task, second only to immigra- 
tion, of the Zionist Movement in this 
country and elsewhere. It may well be 
understood that a programme such as 
this is not only less sensational in its 
appeal but indeed far more arduous in 
its execution.” 

The report states that “perhaps the 
most worthwhile innovation which will 
remain a feature of Zionist Council 
achievement for many years was the 
unique mauguration of annual 
Memorial Lecture as a tribute to Dr. 
Chaim Weizmann of blessed memory. 
The purpose of this lecture is to provide 


a coninbution 
level 


of the highest academic 
available. which would serve as a 
hitting memorial to the personality of 
one in whose life, scholarship, and 
thought featured as prominently as did 
Statesmanship. 

“We have continued to provide 
facilities, with the assistance of the 
Jewish Agency and the Zionist Federa- 
tion, for adulis and youths to learn 
Hebrew at our evening classes.”

GUARDIANS’ APPEAL 
FOR £12,000 


Mounting Deficit 


From our Correspondent 


LIVERPOOL 
When Mr. M. J. Glassman, the 
Treasurer, presented his financial 


statement to the annual mecting of 
the Liverpool Jewish Board of 
Guardians last week, he said that if 
the Board's commitments continued 
at their current high level they would, 
even if their present income was 
maintained, have no reserves left in 
two years time. 

Mr. Rex A. L, Cohen, O.B.E., Presi- 
dent, who was in the chair, announced 
that the Hon. Officers had decided to 
launch in the autumn a special appeal 
to the communiny for £12,000. They 
had, he said, been impelled to take this 
siep in order to expunge their mounting 
deficit, which had grown to £1,000 im the 
past two years. 

The President said that in the imme- 
diate post-war years they had been able 
lO save quite a lot of money, which had 
been used for the conversion of two 
houses into flaticts for women. They 
needed another house for conversion, so 
great was the demand for such flatiets, 
but they just did not have the money 
~—about £45,000 would be required. 

Ihe adoption of the annual report, 
which showed that £3,039 was expended 
on relief in 1953, was moved by Mr. H. 
Carr. Seconding, Mr. J. Olswang, Chair- 
man of the Board's Relief Committee, 
reported that the Board had assisted 
133 families at. Passover this year: they 
had distributed £510 in cash, 2,300 Ib, 
of matzot, 400 lb. of matzo meal, 106 
bottles of wine, and had provided 60 
people with clothing. In addition, 18 
people in hospitals and in prison had 
been sent food and matzot, and 140 
palients in mental institutions in south- 
west Lancashire had been supplicd with 


matzot.

IN A LIVERPOOL BACKWATER 


By S. D. TEMKIN 


OR all its fine buildings, Liver- 
pool is an unkempt city, and, 
as elsewhere, a tattered, much- 

worn Victorian garb, conceived for 
a more elegant life, covers large 
parts of its surface. The ravages 
of time and fashion do not wear 
equally, and one lights upon back- 
waters that seem to be sheltered 
from all the prevailing currents. 


One such backwater is Hope Place. 
which holds many memories of 
synagogue and school days. Of course, 
the neighbourhood does not show 
immunity from decay, but what strikes 
me is that. in contrast to so much 
round about it, it appears to be no 
more decaved now than when I first 
knew it. 

The houses look smaller, but maybe 
that is because the thick tower of the 
Anglican Cathedral has since risen to 
its full 350 feet. That red sandstone 
pile has an overpowering effect and 
alwavs puts in my mind the opening 
words of the 9ist Psalm: “O thou 
that dwellest in the covert of the 
Most High. and abidest in the shadow 
of the Almighty.” 


Asleep Until Neila 
Yet. when I think of the Hope 


Place Synagogue, my first recollection 
is alwavs of a man with eves closed, 
his head resting ALZAINS! a pillar, and 
his mouth wide open. Mincha on 
Yom Kippur seldom evoked religious 
fervour—half the congregation had 
melted awav—but | was always awe- 
struck by the capacity of this gentlc 
man immediately after the Kedusha 
to go to sleep until the more serious 
business of Neila arrived. This he 
repeated year after year. Then when, 
in 1937, the congregation moved to its 
more spacious building in Greenbank 
Drive, though manv venerable: cob- 
webs were sw ept away, we found when 
we came to our first Day of Atone- 
ment in the new synagogue that our 
friend had acquired a Seat next tO a 
pillar on which he rested his weary 
head. during Mincha ! 

But this is to talk about Hope Place 
from the end rather than the begin- 
ning It 1s a short street, scarcely 
more than a hundred vards long lis 
specifically Jewish associations are 
more than a. century old: the Liver- 
pool Hebrew Schools were established 
there in about 1852, and are still 
occupying the same building The 
synagogue was consecrated in 1857, 
the congregation which was to occupy 
it for the ensuing 80 vears dating back 
to 1838.

Ethics of the Fathers 


By AUNTIE 


HIS Shabbat, in the afternoon 
service, we read the Pirke Abot 
(Ethics of the Fathers). ‘There 

are five chapters in this Mishna ; and 
the sixth ts an addition, usually called 
Perck of R. Meir, or Kinyan Torah 
(Acquisition of the Torah). These 
chapters are read in succession 
throughout the summer months. In 
them are recorded the sayings of 


many eminent rabbis; who give us 
practical guidance for everyday 
conduct, 


Ihe first chapter gives us a clear 
account of the unbroken chain of 
Jewish tradition. It tells us how the 
Torah was handed down from Moses, 
through Joshua, who passed it to the 
elders, and thence to the prophets, 
who handed it to the men of the Great 
Assembly, by whom it was taught to 
the people. These teachers impressed 
three special precepts upon their 
pupils. “Be deliberate in judgment ; 
raise up many disciples; and make a 
fence round the Torah.” The first 
maxim means that true judgment 
must not be given in haste, but that 
careful thought is necessary to arrive 
at a just decision. The second maxim 
encourages the Jove and knowledge 
of Judaism by increasing the number 


of its students. It is important to 
understand correctly the third pre- 
cept. The Torah js a sacred heritage 


that we must protect and. preserve, so 
that we may pass it on unchanged, 
exactly as we received it. 


Famous Teachers 


Some very 
mentioned in 
them Rabbi 


famous teachers are 
this section. Among 
Akiba. As you may 
remember, each rabbi earned his 
living by following a trade and 
taught in his spare time for the love 
of the Torah. From one of Rabbi 
Akiba’s remarks you can see that he 
was well informed about business 
matters. He describes a shop where 
customers come and go, and the 
owner gives credit if necessary. But 
the rabbi reminds the shoppers that 
“the collectors regularly make their 
daily round and exact payment from 
man. Other teachers also use their 
knowledge of worldly affairs in order 
to poimt a moral. For example, 
Rubbi Jose, the son of Judah, was 
evidently a wine-grower, for he is 
reputed to have said: “ He who learns 
trom the old is as one who eats 
ripe grapes or drinks old wine.” 

The ‘Value of knowledge is a theme 
much discussed by the rabbis. Hillel, 
the lover of peace, said: “ An empty- 
headed man cannot be a sin-fearing 


mun, nor. can an tgnorant man be 
truly pious.” Rabbi Eleazar, the son 
of Azaryah, said: “Where there is 


no torah. there are no manners ; and 
where there are no manners, there ts 
no Torah. 


Three Foundations 


Simon the Just, High Priest in the 
lume of Alexander the Great. is 
guated as saying: — L pon three things 
the world is based, upon the Torah, 
upon the Temple service, and upon 
the practice of charity.” You are all 
ing the Torah at home and in 
the synagogue classes. The Temple 
service has been replaced by prayer 
either at home or in shool. And the 
third precept which Simon the Just 
wishes to impress on us is the duty 
of kindness. The Hebrew word ‘OM, 
usually translated as “ lovingkind- 
ness,” also means “ charity” of every 
hind. tt includes our small contribu- 
tions to assist those in need, as well 
as saying kind words to our friends, 
and doing acts of personal service 
when necessary. 

Do you remember the story of 
Kabbi Jochanan ben Zakkai, who 
escaped from Jerusalem hidden in a 
coffin, when the city was besieged by 
the Romans? He fled in order to 
found a school at Jabneh, for he had

teachers, Hillel and Shammai.

Rabbi Jochanan had, in his turn, 
five pupils, who all became famous. 
One day he asked them to search and 
inquire what was best in the life of 
man. 


Rabbi Eliezer, the first pupil, 
returned and said: “A good cye,” 
meaning, looking kindly at others. 


The second, Rabbi Joshua, declared: 
“A good fnend™; while Rabbi Jose 
said: “A good neighbour.’ Rabbi 
Simeon considered: “One who can 
foresee the fruit of an action”: while 
the last one, Rabbi Eleazar, declared: 
“A good heart.” 

Rabbi Jochanan was well pleased 
with the results of their search; but 
he said: “I am most content with the 
answer of Rabbi Eleazar, for a good 
heart includes all the others, as the 
heart is the source of every feeling.” 

I would like you to read these 
chapters cach week, and study the 
thoughts of these men who have 
helped to carry on the tradition from 
Moses to the present day.

Obituary 
JUDGE SAMUEL 
DICKSTEIN 


Our New York Correspondent 
writes: 

The death occurred in New York 
last week of Judge Samuel Dickstein, 
State Supreme Court Justice, at the 
age of 69. 

Judge Dickstein had a distinguished 
record of city, State, and national public 
service, Prominent! associated with 
Democratic politics, he served as a New 
York representative in Congress, and 
achieved national prominence by his 
sharp attacks on Nazi activities in 
America. His particular target was the 
late Friiz Kuhn, who had headed the old 
German-American Bund. Time and time 
again Mr. Dickstein called attention to 
what he described as the subversive 
activities of the Nazi elements through- 
out the country. He was named. vice- 
chairman of a Congressional Committee 
set up to investigate Nazi activities in 
America, and in 1937 he called on 
America to sever diplomatic relations 
with Germany until the Nazi régime 
ceased “ its un-American activities in the 
United States.” 

Judge Dickstein was born in Lithuania. 
He was brought to America by his father, 
a cantor, and his mother when he was 
six years old. He was elected to the 
New York State legislature in 1919, 
serving unti! 1922. During that time he 
drafted the first kashrut law, which was 
later adopted by more than 20 States. 
In 1922. Mr. Dickstein was elected a 


member of Congress and served until 
1945. when he was elected a Siate 
Supreme’ Court Justice.

Mr. Murray ROSENBERG writes: “ 
knew Woolf Bilmes first as one of the 


ardent band of Zionists in Herzhan days 
in North London where, together with 
our brethren in the East End, the seed- 
lings were planted that under the sun 
of Herzl's coming grew and were destined 
eventually to bear the fruit of the Jewish 
State From -the onset, right througn 
the years. he played an active pari. par- 
ticipating im congresses and gatherings 
of all descriptions. to further the cause 
of Zionism. 

“He had kindly genial 
mersonality and displayed a burning zcal 
which brought very many adherenis to 
join our ranks,. while, due largely to his 
eflorts, the fur trade, of which he was 
a prominent member, was the first trade 
orgamsation in England to contribute 
liberally to Zionist funds, and Brighton,

A HAVEN OF REFUGE 


By JOSEPH FINKLESTONE 


OR some years before his 
death in May, 1950, Mr. 
Abraham Mundy was engaged 
jn writing a history of the Jews’ 
Peanpusury Shelter in the East End 
of London. Mr. Mundy, who was 
Secretary of the Shelter for over 50 
years, completed the history of the 
institution up to the end of the 
First World War. 


The manuscript is a moving docu- 
ment of the trials and tribulations 
endured by the masses of Jews fleeing 
from the pogroms in Eastern Europe 
to the freedom of Britain and the 
United States. It adds to one’s know- 
ledge of the forces which have helped 
to fashion the Jewish communities of 
the Western world. Mr. Mundy was 
a witness of most of the events which 
he recoums, 

He describes how the pogroms in 
the 1880s and the intensified restric- 
tions by the Tsarist Government 
against the Jews led to large-scale 
Jewish emigration from Russia. The 
exodus mainly directed itself towards 
the American continent and the British 
colonies, but many thousands of immi- 
grants found their way to this country. 


The Right of Asylum 


Travelling facilities were at that 
treme, in the main, unrestricted, and 
England provided an ‘open door and 
the right of asylum. Hazards, how- 
ever, were to be met at the very 
moment of disembarkation at the 
Thames riverside “Crimps of the 
worst type abounded at every landing- 
place. Thev took charge of the imm- 
grants [ostensibly] to conduct them 
with their baggage to friends for lodg- 
ings. They were, however, in many 
instances taken to undesirable lodging- 
houses. where they were robbed of 
all their belongings while their women- 
folk were decoyed to places of ill- 
repute. Unscrupulous shipping agents 
also had their share in the spoil, either 
by selling the immigrants... worth- 
less tickets or tremendously over- 
charging for genuine tickets.” 

Many immigrants, Mr. Mundy goes 
on. who were deprived of their funds 
and, therefore. quite destitute in a 
great city, found their way to a Beth 
Hamedrash in Church Lane, White- 
chapel, which belonged to a Mr. Simon 
Cohen. known as Simcha Becker 
(‘Simcha the Baker). It was the only 
Jewish public place open day and 
night where the immigrants were wel- 
comed and understood. They used 
the Beth Hamedrash as a dining- and 
sitting-room in the daytime and as 
many as possible slept in Mr. Cohen's 
bakery on bags of flour and other 
improvised. beds.” 

The . place .was small and.

appointed for use as a hostel. Sanitary 
arrangements were so inadequate that 
the outbreak of an epidemic was 
feared. Anglo-Jewry was also 
threatened by another danger. Large 
numbers of immigrants could be seen 
all over London, and their peculiar 
attire, speech, gestures, and general 
behaviour apparently created an 
unfavourable impression on the tradi- 
tionally xenophobic London public. 
It was clear that unless “ these people 
were taken jn hand by the Jewish com- 
munity and kept under control an anti- 
alien and an anti-Jewish movement 
might arise in this country.” 

The Shelter’s réle in combating mis- 
sionary activities was considerable. As 
the Jewish immigrants, some of them 
cultured and learned, disembarked 
they were met by missionaries, who 
distributed religious tracts inviting 
them to their centres to attend reli- 
gious services. A number of friend- 
less and homeless immigrants at first 
accepted the invitations, but after the 
opening of the Shelter these people 
were taken care of. Nevertheless the 
police had occasionally to be called 
to send away missionaries who per- 
sisted in disseminating their propa- 
ganda in the vicinity of the Shelter. 

At the turn of the century immigra- 
tion continued unabated. Mr. Mundy 
recounts how, on June 9, 1900, the 
Shelter was suddenly besieged by a 
party of 172 Rumanian Jews who had 
arrived at Millwall Docks from Galatz. 
Rumania, on a Greek ship. The 
Shelter was not informed of. their 
arrival, so that the immigrants were 
not met by anyone and they marched 
from Millwall to the Shelter with 
police escort. Among them were 43 
children. A witness of this march, 
the Angio-Jewish philanthropist, Mr. 
FF. D. Mocatta, was so moved that he 
burst into tears. 

Agitation for restrictive immigration 
laws in. Britain was pursued with 
vigour by an organisation called “ The 
British Brothers’ League.” whose 
slogan was “ Britain for the British.” 


Royal Commission on Immigration 


The author devotes much space to 
the famous Royal Commission on 
Alien Immigration which was subse- 
quently. appointed and a member of 
which was the first Lord Rothschild. 
Among those who gave evidence was 
Dr. Theodor Herzl, “who was 
emphatic... that neither charity nor 
any dispersion scheme could effectively 
help the wandering Jew and that there 
was one remedy only—the Jewish 
State.” 

Hermann. Landau stressed his 
evidence that the Russian Jew loved 
his country and left it only through 
force of circumstances. The then 
editor of THe JewtsH CHRONICLE, the 
late L. J. Greenberg, who appeared 
before the Commission, “ concurred 
with Mr. Landau on this last point 
of evidence.” 

Following the majority recommen- 
dation of the Royal Commission, a 
Bill to restrict alien immigration was 
introduced by the Government in the 
House of Commons in April, 1905, 
and became law a few months. later. 
Its principal clauses had the object of 
barring from admission to Britain any 
persons who could not prove they had 
in their possession, Or were In a posi- 
tion to obtain. the means of decently 
supporting themselves; and alien 
criminals, idiots, and lunatics. Provi- 
sion was also made for the expulsion 
of “ undesirable © aliens. 

THe Jewish CHRONICLE fiercely 
opposed the Bill, stating that one rose 
“ with a sense of despair and bewilder- 
ment from a perusal of the second 
reading of the debate of the Aliens

Bill.” The which devoted 
cight pages to a report of the Purlig. 
mentary debate, particularly stresseq— 
and this is very much emphasised ip 
Mr. Mundy’s _history—tha: little 
regard was paid in the discussions to 
the fact that large numbers of alien: 
who came to this country were ir fact 
en route to the United States and othe, 
overseas countries. THe Jewisy 
(CHRONICLE. incidentally, Was more 
outspoken than was Mr. Mundy. and 
stated bluntly that the Bill's aim was 
to protect the British working-map 
from alien rivalry and drastically to 
reduce the stream of incoming aliens 
The Bill, it declared, would fai! to 
achieve either aim. 


Mr. Mundy describes in moving 
terms—-and apparently from persona! 
experience—how the first ship subject 
to the new law arrived at the ‘Port 
of. London and was boarded by the 
Chief Immigration Officer. While the 
Aliens’ Officers were busy with the 
examination of some Chinese sailors 
there was a call by one of the Jewish 
passengers for Muncha, and al! the 
adult Jewish men went to a corner 
of the ship for pravers. He could 
hear the prayer “ Hear our voice. O 
Lord our God, spare us. and have 
merey upon us, accept Our prayer in 
mercy and favour.” Ihe author 
remarks that these poor immicrants 
had obviously in mind the ordea! 
awaiting them when they came before 
the law officers. 


Laughter and Tears 


But there was sometimes lauelter 
as well as tears at the Shelter. One 
woman who came here to join her 
husband was detained because the 
interpreter stated that it seemed from 
one of the letters she produced from 
her husband that he was divorcing 
her. The womans protests and 
denials went unheeded. When the 
Shelter officials looked at the letter 
it was discovered that it contained a 
sentence conveying to the woman, in 
Yiddish, that he was sending her 
“gelt.” The interpreter had misread 
nas “Gee 

In his historv, Mr. Mundy goes on 
to tell stories of great human suffering

RUMANIAN TRIALS CONDEMNED 
World Jewry’s Abhorrence

Horror and indignation at the 
secret trials of Jews in Rumania was 
expressed here this week by Dr. 
Nahum Goldmann, co-Chairman of 
the Jewish Agency. in a strongly 
worded statement. 

As reported in our last week's issue, 
a Rumanian Jew was executed and 
four other Jewish Communists sen- 
tenced to long terms of imprisonment 
after a secret trial before the Supreme 
Military Tribunal in Bucharest. It was 
also. reported that hundreds of 
Zionists and Jewish leaders had been 
arrested and sentenced to. long terms 
of imprisonment on charges of 
“treason and contacts with Zionists 
abroad 

Dr. Goldmann described the secret 
trials as an “attemm to obliterate the 
last vestiges of Rumanian Jewry's 


spiritual autonomy and to sever all con- 
tacts between them and the rest 
Jewry.” He appealed to the Rumanian 
Government to halt the trials and free 
the accused. 

According to a J.T.A. report reaching 
here, Anna Pauker, the former Rumanian 
Communist Foreign Minister, has losi her 
struggle for a return to power and is to 
be put on trial, 

One report quoted by the semi-officia! 
Yugoslav news agency, Yugopress,” 
said that a trial was being prepared in 
Bucharest for Pauker, Vasile loa, a for- 
mer Vice-President, and other deposed 
leaders 

Pauker and Luca were among the several 
high-ranking Rumanian Communists who 
were purged in May, 1952. However, as 
recently as last December, there were 
seemingly well-founded reports that 
Pauker was working her way back into the 
good graces of the Party 

Both she and Luca are Jews. They were 
removed from power on charges of having 
lost their “ class consciousness.

There is already evidence that 
Arab hostility to Israel has been intensi- 
fied by the assumption of Arab Govern- 
ments that the United States 1s rncreas- 
ingly indulgent to Arab policies.” 

The Note went on: “ It would surely 
be a highly unusual step, with few if 
any precedents in all history, for the 
United States to supply arms to a Govern- 
ment which has so recently expressed 
such emphatic hosiility to a neighbouring 
State.” Such reinforcement of Iraq, the 
Note stated, “ woyld prejudice the exist- 
ing balance of military forces in_ the 
region and, by compelling Israel to under- 
take a corresponding increase of its own 
establishment, would serve to stimulate 
an arms race in the Middle East.” 

The Note pointed out that “ Iraq has 
always shown special virulence in its 
ageressive attitude to Israel.”’ It stressed 
that Iraq was a pioneer leader in armed 
aggression against Israel both before and 
during the invasion by Arab regular 
forces in 1948. Mr. Dulles was reminded 
that Iraqi forces took a prominent part 
in these Arab military operations, which 
were characterised by the American 
representative in the U.N. Security Coun- 
cil as “aggression of an international 
character.” 

Iraq, the Note pointed out, had not 
only refused to conclude an armistice 
agreement with Israel of the type signed 
by other Arab League aggressor nations, 
but was currently and publicly threaten- 
ing new attacks, Belligerent official 
statements by the Iraqi Prime Minister 
were cited. 

The Note referred to action by the 
Iragis in unlawfully detaining Israeli air 
passengers who had force-landed in 


Baghdad, of widespread persecution. by 
Iraq of its Jewish citizens, of Iraqi leader- 
ship in the anti-Israel boycott, and of 
Iraqi activities against the Allies on 
behalf of Nazi Germany during the 
Second World War. ; 

It added: “ Provision of arms to Iraq 
at this time would not seriously deter 
any Major aggression against the Middle 
East should such aggression be planned. 
but would suffice to increase local ten- 
sions by encouraging diverse impulses of 
aggression and expansion which charac- 
terise Iraq's policies in the region.” 


America’s decision to furnish arms to 
Iraq was taken on the recommendation 
of a U.S.A. military mission which 
returned here recently after a tour of the 
Middle East. The same mission. headed 
by General Harry Meyers, earlier visited 
Pakistan in the same connection 

It is understood that no time limit for 
delivery of arms hag been set nor has the 
quantity of arms been fixed. The agree- 
ment is Said to include a pledge by Iraq 
that the arms supplied will be used only 
in self-defence or to. preserve the 
country’s internal security, An Amoeri- 
can military delegation is going to Iraq 
to ascertain what weapons can be sup- 
plied. 

Negotiations for a similar agreement 
between the U.S.A. and Saudi Arabia 
have, it is understood, broken down. 

By agreement between the U.S.A. and 
Britain, it is understood, the bulk of 
America’s military grant to Iraq is to be 
used to purchase British arms, thereby 
avoiding disorganisation in the Iraqi 
army which has hitherto been equipped 
by Britain. 

Iraq is likely to be supplied with some 
American military materials, including 
helmets. The amount of the military 
grant has not been disclosed but is 
understood to be proportionatcly less 
than that supplied to Pakistan, which 
totalled $75,000,000. 
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TENSION RISES ON STATE’S BORDERS 
Armistice Commission Criticises Israel]

JERUSALEM 

The Jordan Mixed Armistice Com- 
mission at its meeting on Wednesday. 
which the Israelis did not attend, 
condemned Israel “in the strongest 
terms " for a breach of the Armistice 
agreement by opening heavy auto- 
matic and rifle fire at Badrus on 
Monday. A 12-year-old girl is stated 
to have been injured and “ hardship 
caused ” to many villagers. 

Ihe Armistice Commission called 
on the Israeli authorities to take all 
necessary steps to prevent similar 
breaches of the Armistice agreement. 

General Bennike, head of the U.N. 
Truce Supervision Organisation, voted 
with the Jordan delegation 

It will be recalled that Israel recently 
withdrew from the Commission. 

An Israeh Army spokesman had earlier 
stated that an Israeli Army unit was 
carrying Out manctuvres in the vicinity 
and as soon as it was informed that 
bullets -were falling across the Jordan 
border the unit stopped firing The 
spokesman expressed regret for the 
incident. 

Tension has greaily increased along 
Isracl’s borders and there have been a 
number of clashes in which two Syrians 
and one Egyptian have lost their lives 

The Egyptian soldicr was killed in a 
clash with an Israeli patrol in the region 
of the Egyptian Gaza strip on Saturday. 

An Israeli military spokesman said 
that the Israeli patrol was on a routine 
reconnatsance along the armistice line 
when it intercepted Egyptian marauders 
who were illegally harvesting crops in 
Israch fields. 

Later an Egyptian unit crossed the 
armistice line into Israeli territory and in 
the clash that ensued one Egyptian was 
killed. the spokesman said. 

The body was handed over to the 
Egyptian authorities.
